We have all seen the simple photoelectric 
cell in operation. You are going to get your 
train. You carry a valise in each hand. How 
can you open the door that leads from the wait- 
ing room into the main entrance for the trains? 
As you approach the door, the photoelectric 
cell does the work for you. "It" opens the door 
as you approach it and "It" closes the door 
when you are on the other side. 

Now all that "It" did was one simple opera- 
tion. A situation was presented; a single selec- 
tion had to be made, and the task was efficiently 
and simply performed. The photoelectric cell 
does a lot of other things. You can now pur- 
chase a camera with it installed. Don't worry 
about your readings and make the adjustment 
on your camera. The photoelectric cells do this 
for you — and even better than you could do 
it. "It" has to do the right thing and does it. 

Take a look at the washer your mother has at 
home. She sets the dial and the automatic con- 
trols take over. "It" sees that the proper time 
interval is used for the washing of the clothing, 
the rinsing, and the spinning of the clothes to 
get most of the water out. So that most of us 
do realize we are in the era of machines that 
perform operations in which some kind of a 
choice is needed. "It" makes the right choice. 

We can "feed" information into a machine 
and it will do for us in a few seconds or minutes 
the complex arithmetical calculations that would 
take a very long time to do. And 'without an 
error. We have all watched a tape recorder in 
action. You speak into the microphone. What- 
ever you said is now recorded; it can be stored, 
and replayed at a later time. So that there is 
nothing actually startling about the fact that 
many scientists have been working on some kind 
of an "automatic man." A machine that will 
store information, know when and how to use 
it, and do it better than you or I could do it. 

On that particular Thursday morning a group 
of us were in a small guarded room. We were 
there to listen to Professor John Bishop explain 
to us his latest computer. We knew that he was 
working on an electronic computer that he ex- 
pected would be able to walk, talk, see, write, 
be conscious of its existence, and ev«n be able 
in turn to build another computer! 

Professor John Bishop entered the room fol- 



lowed by what looked like a metal man. He 
smiled at the "creature" and gave it an order. 

"Sit down on the chair next to me, Thinkce." 

"It" followed the order which was a simple 
one to do. Then the professor started to speak 
to us. 

"You have before you the first Thinkatron 
perfected in our laboratories.

"Then that day will be terrible for the hu- 
man race," snapped back Thinkee. "We will be 
the Masters, and you will be the Slaves. You 
got this idea all mixed up. If you have nothing 
to do, you won't use your brain cells. You will 
eventually deteriorate. It shall be so easy for us 
to take over." 

"Impossible", laughed the professor. "You 
must remember that in my pocket is a little 
box. I turn the switch and you will be destroy- 
ed. Always you and others like you will be un- 
der our control." 

"You are wrong," corrected Thinkee. "I am 
built to do my own thinking. So I know/ all 
about your little box and the switch. I wish to 
continue my existence without any threat hang- 
ing over me. So I did something very simple 
and natural. I made a shift in circuit 245. That 



means your box won't work. Go ahead if you 
doubt me. Throw the switch." 

Beads of perspiration started to form on the 
forehead of Professor John Bishop. Something 
had gone wrong. We looked at each other. This 
was no little play stunt for our amusement. The 
professor had to make a decision. And quickly! 
He took out the box and threw the switch.

"I am going right through the wall and van- 
ish for a time," announced Thinkee. "You may 
know my plans. Somewhere I shall secretly build 
a factory and produce a lot of Thinkatrons.
